“If nu advocate In the course of a 
trial for murder comes to recognize 
that his client is guilty Is he,ri asked 
the learned Judge, “to say to the court, 
•Hang my client?* ” 
Judges have sel­ 
dom asked ab out the ethics of advo­ 
cacy in open court. 
It was, however, 
in a considered Judgment in the cofirt 
of exchequer th a t 
Baron Bramwell 
made his famous contribution to t h e 
discussion. 
“A man's rights,” said the baron, 
“are to be determined by the court, Hot 
by his advocate or counsel. 
It Is for 
want of remembering this that foolish 
people object to lawyers that they will 
advocate a case against their o w n 
opinions. 
A client is entitled to say to 
his counsel: ‘I w a n t your advocacy, not 
your j u d g m e n t 
I prefer that of tho 
co u rt."’ 
Mr. Justice Darling, in tho 
jargon of tile courts, concurs. 
la y m e n have usually been readier 
than lawyers to discuss the ethics o f 
advocacy.

will dissolve far more quickly in hot 
water than in cold, but very few know 
that salt will dissolve in cold water 
just as quickly as when the water is 
boiling. 
In this salt is somewhat of 
nu exception, for most substances dis­ 
solve much more easily when water is 
hot. 
The reason for this w as a mystery in 
the middle ages, and it is only since 
the modern knowledge of molecules 
that it could be explained. 
Heat is nothing more nor less than 
an Increase In the speed with which 
the molecules are revolving. 
This is 
easily seen in molasses. 
When very 
cold it will hardly flow' at. all, when 
warmed It will pour slowly, but when 
bolling hot it will pour In tx thin sirup 
almost as liquid as milk, In the same 
way bolling water is more liquid than 
cold water. 
As dissolving a piece of sugar menus 
that the sugar enters Into the tiny 
spaces between the molecules of the 
water, the more quickly they arc mov­ 
ing the easier It is for tho sugar to get 
it. 
For, it must be remembered, you 
can till a glass to a certain level, and 
after that put in two, three or even 
four lumps of sugar and the glass will 
be no fuller than before. 
Tho reason for this is shown by 
merely thinking of the process on a 
large scale. Suppose a bowl were filled 
full of marbles. 
You could pour a lot 
of bird shot Into it w ithout making the 
marbles rise any higher In the howl. 
The shot would be filling in all the lit­ 
tle cracks between tho mn rid.ms, and lf 
you stirred the marbles slowly the 
shot would little by little find Its place. 
That Is like the sugar In cold water.

It is predicted that for a time tit 
least that accidents are likely.

number of stage coaches drawn by 
four horses are in operation in th* 
park and it is said that many 
of 
these horses have never seen an au­ 
tomobile. The toads in much of the 
park on account of the rugged to ­ 
pography are steep and narrow', and 
this has been one of the reasons for 
the government’s regulation barring 
the cars. 
But just as horses along 
the country roadways have within 
a comparatively short time become 
accustomed to the sight of automo­ 
biles and no longer ‘ shy’' at them, 
the same thing will no doubt happen 
in the park confines.
